It is a big question that confronts 
the state, as practically all Georgians 
realize. . Governor Candler said in his 
message that the building of a depot any- 
where but on the state’s property woyld 
probably result in the depreciation of the 
state road by one-half.. With the South- 
ern coming in on one side and the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern on the other, 
many members of the. legislature have 
expressed the fear that the goveror’s pre- 
diction might be realized.

Power of Corporations. 

“Eternal vigilance is the price of lib- 
erty’’ he still holds as the maxim that 
now forewarns and forearms the democ- 
racy of this cquntry. As to monopdly, 
he states boldly that the root of this 
evil is the usurpation of unlawful powers 
by corporations. Then he points out the 
inevitable cure that must come with a 
return to the old doctrine. He concludes 
with a ringing appeal to the young dem- 
ocracy of Georgia and the south to as- 
sert themselves in securing such action 
by the national demoeratic party as will 
bring relief from the absolutism and. im- 
perialism that now prevails among, the 
powerful classes and reiterates that such 


'can only be. accomplished by a return to 


the old democratic creed. 

His letter follows: 

Washington, ‘D. C.. October 28, 1902.—Mr. 

Dear Sir: 
My duties at home do riot admit of -my 
acceptance of your flattering invitation 
to speak at the democratic meeting at 
Atlanta on the 30th of October. I:deeply 
regret that I cannot attend a meeting of 
such great importance to tae whole coun- 
try. 
The time is most opportune for directing 
the attention of the young men of the 
south to the relation they hold to the 
political destiny of the southern states 
and to the national democratic party. 

Tae young democracy of the south be- 
giz their active career in shaping politi- 
‘cal measures, and in the exertion of 
their rightful influence, under new condi- 
tions.

the evil and cut them up.

before the frightened protest of the pow- 
er that brought these ambitious ventures 
into existence. If they last until the 
democracy can reach them with a vote, 
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they will constitute an issue that needs 
‘not to be ‘dug up from a furtive hiding 
place. The root of this evil is the usurp- 
imme of unlawful powers by corpora- 
tions. 

Here the states rights doctrines of the 


‘old democratic creed will come into effec- 


tive action and will be appealed to, even 
by the republican party, to save them 
from the destruction that this blind 
Sampson will inflict upon them. 

One state cannot combine in a corpora- 
tion created by its laws the power to 
contro] the corporations created by other 
states, and neither can congress author- 
izé such combinations of state corpora- 
tions under its power to regulate com- 
merce. The rampant usurpations of 
powers by corporate bodies is the worst 
form of the. demand for exclusive priv- 
lleges, and is sterniy denounced by the 
old democratic creed.

He said that the democratic party was 
not opposed to all combimations of capital, 
but was against monopolies that root in 
public lands and use their privileges to 
oppress and loot the common people. 
“Preserve the opportunities of competi- 
tion,”” he said, “and you will destroy 
monopoly.”’ .

SOUT OF SIGHT 


. Reef |s Retailing in Berlin at 


4A Cents a Pound, 


Other Meats Are Proportionately 
. High—Extortionate Price Due to 
Ban on Foreign Meat—Gov- 
ernment Being Urged 
To Open Frontiers. - 


Berlin, October 31.—Increasing pressure 
is being brought to bear on the govern- 
ment with the object of opening the fron- 
tiers for the importation /of foreign ani- 
mals and a relaxation of the regulations 
created to exclude the meat exports or 
for something which will afford relief 
from the excessive prices of meat, which 
have now risen to levels which are pro- 
hibitive for the laboring people and which 
are seriously affecting the resources of 
middie class families. The magistracy of 
Berlin, for instance, in a petition to the 
government says that if the prices of 
meat continue as high as they are now, 
the salaries of the city employees must 
he raised. The petitioners also say that 
the expenses of the municipal institutions 
pave already increased $750,000 during the 
eurrent year, which is attributed wholly 
to the higher price of meat. 

Beef retails at 44 cents a pound and 
other meats are ‘proportionately high. The 
wholesale prices in the German markets 
are from 15 to 25 per cent higner than in 
those of neighboring countries, hence the 
people who advocate government action 
assert that the scarcity of animals is due 
to the closed frontiers, the German farm- 
ers being seemingly unable to raise 
enough animals for their country’s re- 
quirements. 

Carl Marx, of Frakfort-on-the-Main, 
chairman of the National Butcners’ As- 
sociation, and J. H. Shuchmaker, hwad- 
master of the Hamburg Butchers’ Guild, 
had a lengthy conference with Agricyltu- 
ral Minister Von Podbielski. They point- 
ed out that the butchers, though selling 
at high prices, are unable to make as 
much profit as by larger sales and lower 
prices. The entire trade, therefore, asked 
for an alleviation of the conditions that 
jimit the consumption of meat. 

Herr Podbielski recognized fully that 
the present situation was intoleraBle, and 
he expressed the hope that the German 
farmers would soon be able to depress 
prices through an increased supply of 
animals. Should this not take place, he 
added, the government would consider the 
adoption of remedies.

_ Tapachula, State of Chiapias, Mexico, 
October 31.—There is continued alarm 
here over the eruption of Santa Maria 
mountain in Guatemala. For fifty-three 
hours the city was almost totally dark. 
Surrounding coffee planters have expe- 
rienced great loss, and across the line 
in Guatemala many valuable properties 
have been destroyed. 

Tacana Volcano, near at hand, shows no 
signs of breaking out. There has been 
no loss of life. Thieves have taken ad- 
vantage of the terror to steal cattle 
from ranches. 

On the coast the ashes fell covering the 
decks of ships in Port Sanbenito. Sub- 
terranean rumblings have been almost 
constant here. Telegraphic communica- 
tion has been reestablished with the fed- 
eral capital and relief is being felt. Busi- 
ness is badly depressed. 

Ashes fell abundantly at Palenque. 

It is feared that Central America is to 
experience further disturbances and great 
loss of life and property.

Manila, October 31.—The newly organ- 
ized Catholic church of the Philippines 
proposes to canonize Jose Risal, the Fill- 
pino patriot who was executed by the 
Spaniards in 1897, and Fathers Burgos 
and Gomez, native priests, who were ex- 
eeuted for participation in the Cavite re- 
bellion of 1872.

Muse Clothirig Co., 


MOLINEUX SWEARS 
HE DIDN’T KILL. HER

Defendant in Famous Murder Trial Takes the Stand 
in His Own Behalf--Kept His Composure Even 
Under Hot Crossfire. = 


New York, October 31.—Roland B. Moll- 
neux took the witness stand today to 
testify in his own defense agairst the 
charge of murdering Mrs. Katherine J. 
Adams. In response to the questions of 
his counsel, ex-Governor Black, he de- 
clared his absolute innocence of any part 
or knowledge of the crime and categor- 
ically denied that he had written the 
Barnet and Ccrnish letters; that he had 
ever made cyanide of mercury, or that 
he had ever seen the silver bottle in 
which the poison was sent until it was 
exhibited in court. He admitted having 
written and signed. with his own hand 
one letter. asking for a certain patent 
remedy, on the famous blue interlaced 
crescent paper, identical with that on 
which the Cornish letters were written. 
and said that he procured the paper at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. Hig bitter differ- 
ences with Cornish, which resulted in his 
leaving the Knickerbocker Athletic Club 
were told by Molineux without any ap- 
parent reserve. 

The witness sustained unmoved a rigor- 
cus cross-examination by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Osborne, answering all 
questions as to his past life, his rela- 
tions with Cornish’and Barnet, and the 
efforts he and other members of the 
club had made to discover any one who 
had a common enmity to the two named. 

Worked in Mamie Melando. 

The feature of the cross-examination 
was Mr. Osborne’s succéssful effort to 
place before the jury the substance of 
the testimony ‘given at the first trial by 
Mamie Melando and Detective Farrell, 
but excluded by Justice Lambert. This 
Was accomplished by the expedient of 
framing a series of questions, relative to 
statements purporting to have beer maie 
by’ the witnesses outside of their testi- 
mony, but practically covering cvery es- 
sential feature of it, to which frequent 
and vehement objections were made by 
Mr. Black. 

Throughout his examination and cross- 
examination, Molineux preserved an un- 
ruffied and confident demeanor, answer- 
ing all questions promptly and even smil- 
ing occasionally when replying to his own 
counsel. 

The announcement that a _ defense 
would be made, none having been un- 
dertaken at the first trial, and that 
Molineux himself would face his ac- 
cuser, drew an immense throng to the 
court room. In the afternoon so great 
was the crush that police reserves were 
called out to preserve order, and Jus- 
tice Lambert himself had the utmost 
difficulty in forcing a passage througa 
the crowd into the court room. 

The prisomer’s wife was not in court 
while he testified. She bks‘not attended 
any session of the court at this trial. 

As soon as the jury was polled, former 
Governor Black began his opening ad- 
dress. He kept his promise, made vester- 
day, and spoke for less than five min- 
utes.

Molineux on the Stand. 

When he had finished he called out: 
“Roland B. Molineux, take the witness

The Poison Package. 

In the evening he went to the opera. 
He was not nearer to the general post- 
office that day than Courtlandt street, 
which is four blocks away. The poison 
package was mailed at the general post- 
office. ; 

“Did you mail the poison package?” 
asked Mr. Black. 

“No, sir.’’ 

“When did you first see the address on 
the package?’”’ 

*T think at the last trial. 
had it in my hands.” 

The questions of counsel were then di- 
rected to the material used in color mix- 
ing. Molineux said that cyanide of mer- 
cury had never been used by him. 

Mr. Black showed Molineux the Bar- 
net and Cornish letters and the poison 
package and asked: 

“Did you write that address?” 

“T did not. 

“Did you ever see it befoge?’’ 

“Not before this trial was begun.” 

The whole list of disputed writings was 
shown one at a time, and Molineux sald 
he had never seen the letters before and 
he had not seen the photographic repro- 
ductions. He had never used bromo 
seltzer and had never bought any. The 
poison bottle was shown and Molineux 
said it was the first time he had seen it. 

Mr. lack then produced the letter 
written to Dr. Burns, applying for a cer- 
tain patent medicine and inclosing % 
cents in payment. This letter was writ- 
ten on the blue interlaced crescent paper. 


One Letter Molineux Wrote. 
“Do you recognize this jJetter?”’ he was 


asked.

I wrote it,” Molineux replied. 


“Tt is signed with my name.” 


‘Tell the jury why you wrote that let- 


ter.” 
“T hurt my groin exercising and saw

Molineux said he never wrote or saw. 

Replying to'-questions, ‘Molineux: said 
he could not tell where he wrote the 
“Burns letter,” adding that it. might 
have been done’in any hotel or restau- 
rant. He. did mot Know where he ob- 
tained the paper. 3 

Replying to ‘Mr. Black, Molineux said 
he first khew he was. suspected of the 
death of Mrs. Adams on January -2, 1899, 
when a reporter told him the police were 
looking for him. Almost at the same 
moment his father, General Molineux, 
arrived at the place he was boarding 
with his wife. He and his father, with 


the reporter, went to see Police Captain. 


McClusky. He gave, the police his ad- 
dress and telephone call and promised 
to obey any message sent to him. 

Ex-Governor, Black then said: 

“Now, Molineux, I ask you again, do 
you know anything of this crime?’ 

“Absolutely nothing.” 

“You are not guilty of this crime?’ 

“I am absolutely innocent of any part 
or knowledge of it.”’ 

With this question and answer before 
the jury ex-Governor Black announced 
the close of the direct examination. 

Molineux Cross-Examined. 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne 
conducted the ¢ross-examination. Moli- 
neux said he went west when he was 16 
years old, because of the divprce suit. 
He did not know how the suit resulted. 
He had never heard of cyanide of mer- 
cury until after Mrs. Adams’ death; it 
was an extremely rare poison. He was 
fond of athletics and knew and had boxed 
with Joseph Farrell (it was Fartell who 
testified at the last trial that he saw 
Molineux near Hartdagen’s store, where 
the bottle holder was bought, about the 
time the prosecution alleges the holder 
was purchased). Asked about Mamie Me- 
lando, Molineux said stie had access to 
his room in the Newantk factory only 
when she was sent there.\ He said H C.

Falls. 

HUGO SWANSON, Niagara Falls. 

WILLIAM BRADES, of Tonawanda, 

The seriously affected: 

Romano Kovich, Niagara Falls; Sam 
Finch, colored, Niagara Falls; Michael 
Mulroy, foreman, Niagara Falls. 

Kovich is not expencted to live. 

The accident was a peculiar one. Thir- 
teen men, comprising the entire second 
shift, were working on the sewer. “They 
had started a heading at a new level and 
had loaded up a blast, which was to be 
discharged. After loading they walked 
about 225 feet between the heading and 
the shaft at Twenty-fourth street, but be- 
fore they could reach the sh&ft four of 
the men fell to the floor of the tunnel, 
over which a considerable Stream of wa- 
ter was flowing. The others, becoming 
alarmed, pushed ahead to the shaft. 
Foreman Mulroy was the first to redch 
the surface, a distance of © feet, and 
gave the alarm. George Rhodes was as- 
cending in the bucket when he was over- 
come by the gas and fell from the bucket 
to the bottom of the shaft. He died from 
the resjlt of his injuries. Seven others 
succeed:d in getting out.

Announced That if Any Award Is 
Made Regarding Wages, It Is 
To Take Effect November 
1—Miner Was Found at 
Work in Water. 


Scranton, Pa., October 31.-—The first 
important action by the anthracite coal 
strike commission, which ts arbitrating- 
the differences existing between tie 
miners and their employers, was taken 
today when it was announced by Car- 
roll D. Wright, the recorder of the com- 
mission, that if any award affecting the 
existing rate of wages shail be made, the 
award. shall be effective from November 
1. The action of the commissioners shuts 
off any possible controversy that either 
side may have desired to raise. The an- 
nouncement of the commission was con- 
tained in the following brief resolution: 

“Voted, unanimously, that if the com- 
mission at the conclusion of its hearings 
and deliberations, makes any award af- 
fecting existing rates of wages, such 
award shall take effect from November 
1, 1902.°’ 

Acoompanying the resolution was 4 
brief statement made by Recorder 
Wright, in which he says: ; 

‘The resolution was adopted by in: 
commission because it felt thet it was int 
portant to make its investigations delib- 
¢rately and that it might be well, in or- 
der to relieve itself from pressure from 
any source which might cause undue 
haste, to inform the 'opetators and th- 
miners that should the investigation and 
the deliberations following it warrant any 
change whetever, elther in the way of In- 
crease or reduction of wages, such change 
should be from a certain date, thus en- 
abling all parties to facilitate their cal- 
culations.’’ 

Commissioners Under Ground. 

The commissioners spent the entire day 
in continuing their inspection of the 
mines and the mining region about Scran- 
ton. They visited the Manville colliery, 
operated jointly by the Delaware and 
Hudgeon and the Delaware, Lackawann+ 
and Western Companies, in the forenoon, 
and the afternoon was spent in riding 
through the region on @ special trolicy 
car. The commission will spend Satur- 
day in the vicinity of Wilkesbarre, re- 
turning here in the evening 
‘It is possible that the commission may 
make a preliminary report on three prin- 
cipal strike questions. They are the in- 
crease in wages, a shorter work day and 
the weighing of coal. After these have 
been decided the commission cat take 
up all other questions without. unduc 
haste. It is known the’ commissioners 
have this feature under consideration atul 
it is-very likely a preliminary report will 

‘The’ cothmitasioners were Uhderground 
today for two hours and.a half. The 
party consisted of thirteen persons. Re- 
corder Wright’ did not accompany the 
party, owing to 4 pressure of Work in 
connection with the investigation. 

The arbitrators Iinspecicd practically 
the entire underground workings, and as 
on yesterday, found nuh to interest 
them.

Mrs. Rounsaville, president of the Unit- 
ed Daughters of the Confederacy, ad- 
dressed a harge audience last evening on 
“The Beginning and History of the Or- 
ganization.”’ This history reaches back 
into the organization of the memorial as- 
sociations ,and the appointing of a day— 
April 26—to decorate the soldiers’ graves. 
This custom began in Columbus, Ga., and 
soon spread all over the south. Mrs. John 
A. Logan, happening to be in Richmond 
once upon Decoration day, beheld what a 
beautiful custom it was and went back 
to the north, and they, too, have a Decc® 
ation day. The first organization of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
was in Savannah, 1894, but previous to 
this, one had been organized in Nashville. 
These’ two chapters soon got together 
and, from that small beginning, only 
eight years ago they now have over 600 
chapters and over 30,000 members, besides 
the children’s chapters. Mrs. Rounsa- 
ville's address was able and instructive 
and the large audience was literally 
charmed by its delivery.

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Condition of the Capitol. 

The committee appointed to report 
on the physical condition of the capi- 
tol and what is necessary to put it in 
proper repair will doubtless make 
thorough work of their commission, 
The people of Georgia spent one mil- 
lion of dollars upon their official build- 
ing and it was turned over to them 
completed for a few dollars less thau 
the amount appropriated. That fact 
in itself marked it as a singular in- 
stance in capitol construction in this 
country. It is a building of ‘dignity 
nnd exceeding utility and in it the 
people of so proud a state as Georgia 
should take sensible and liberal pride. 

For years the capitol has been suf- 
fering decay in some of its essential 
parts. Large. buildings. are always 
subject to deteriorations not so visible 

or vital im smaller structures. The 
in of caré from the general assembly 
and the scant funds available for the 
daily keep of the building have result- 
ed in its present condition. That con- 
dition is ‘not only humiliating to state 
pride, beat seriously jeopardizes the fu- 
ture safety of the building, its adorn- 
ments and valuable archives. 

Large leaks, unseemly cracks and a 


a general lack of proper cleansing and 


repair have made the building dilapi- 
dated, unsanitary and repuisive to 
those who recall that it is in fact the 
state house of two and a quarter mil- 


Georgians. 

The expenditure of a few thousands 
of dollars now to make necessary re- 
pairs, cleanse the building and pro- 
vide for its decent keeping hereafter 
will save seven and ten times the-re- 
quired sum a few years later on.

The way of es- 
cape seems easy to the man first en- 
tering upon transgressions and a little 
space of immunity emboldens to a fa- 
tal sense of security. But the end is 
inevitable. The truth will vindicate 
itself in due season and “the way of 
the transgressor” be hard and heavy 
unto death.

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Freak Legislation. 

A glance over the summary of legis- 
lation in the several states accomplish- 
ed by those state assemblies that were 
in session in the early part of this year 
is both instructive and diverting. The 
average legislator is disposed to re- 
sent seriously the jokes of paragraph- 
ers who figure them as the sponsors of 
foolish and futile legislation, but there 
are few among themselves who would 
not join in the laugh if they could see 
unrolled, as in a panorama, the full 
roster of the things that have been 
done by legislatures, to say nothing of 
the multitudes of cranky proposals 
that were slaughtered between the 
committee rooms and the executive 
veto block. 

There is unqi®stionably a strong 
tang of suggestive wisdom in the say- 
ing that “that people is governed best 
that is governed least,” when the 
aphorism is applied to the work of leg- 
islative bodies. And if the people 
themselves would only be truer in ac- 
tion than in sentiment toward the de- 
mand so often voiced for “fewer laws 
and better laws,” every state in the 
union would be profited in most 
tangible ways. 

Legislation is, of course, a necessary 
function in government and it should 
be had at convenient seasons. Wheth- 
er sessions of State legislatures should 
be annual or biennial is always a 
mooted and strenuously debated | is- 
sue with constitutional conventions.

Spooner’s Revelation. 

The declaration by Senator Spooner 
in favor of electing a good fepublican 
for president and a republican coh- 
gress “fcr a term of twenty years” has 
fallen with a disconcerting thud upon 
the party leaders and presges. Some 
of them try to laugh off the effect by 
saying “it was a joke,” and others 
call it a foolish statement and not 
worthy of being seriously discussed. 
But, really, is it simply the idle wisz 
of a perfervid orator? 

Who is Senator Spooner? Upon his 
standing in serious public regard must 
depend somewhat of the importance 
to be attached to his saying. THe 
country knows him as a sehator of the 
United States for the state of Wis- 
consin, a man of superb education, re- 
garded as a constitutional lawyer with 
but few peers, and as one of the most 
useful lawmakers in congress. Whén 
a few weeks ago Governor Lafollette 
and the state convention evidently 
connived for the defeat of Spooner for 
reelection to the senate the newspa- 
pers of both ‘parties. were filled with 
protests over the action. . Leading 
democratic presses were as fulsome 
as those of his own party in saying 
that Spooner is a man of too much 
strength, character and utility in the 
senate.to be made the victim of Wis- 
consin state factionalism. — 


Since he is so well approved as a} man 


would be glad to change the constitu- 
tion so as to require the election of 
a republican as president, barring all 
candidates with other politics, and to 
make his term twenty years at least, 
but preferably perpetual during his 
natural life. And congress—they 
would be glad to have it made a body 
like the house of lords, membership 
being hereditary and descending from 
father to son by the right of primo- 
geniture. 

Then the country would have no 
dread of the succession of anarchistic 
democratic presidents, Dingley bills 
would become as fixed as the laws of 
the Medes and Persians, the trusts 
could go forward -without leash in 
their feudalistic schemes, and the 
plain people could go on reaping the 
daily allowance from their toil with- 
out feeling any responsibility for the 
conduct of their government or the 
fate of the republic. That is republi- 
canism painted to the life by Spooner. 


The Harrassment of Cuba. 

One of the most pertinent para- 
graphs in the speech of ex-Vice Pres 
ident Stevenson, in New York on Mon- 
day evening, was his reference to the 
bad faith of the republican party to- 
ward the people of Cuba. We reprint 
it elsewhere because it puts in a few 
plain, incisive words the story of the 
sacrifice of our national honor and

Mr. Stevenson has not overdrawn 
the aggravations of the case. Even 
from London General Leonard Wood 
is reported by cable as practically as- 
serting the same facts. although with- 
out criticism of his party and the a4- 
ministration under which he acted as 
governor general of Cuba. The case 
is one of pluperfect fraud upon all the 
hopes we held out to Cuba-as the ex- 
cuse for our intervention, and without 
one single advantage to the people of 
this country, whose honor has been 
dragged in the mire in the face of the 
civilized world. 

Our. present policy toward Cuba is 
the direct result of the refusa!.of Pres- 


ate to cut down the monopoly - profits 
of the stgar trust in this country. 
Even the republicans of the house 
voted to sacrifice the trust in order to 
keep the national faith and relieve the 
commercial paralysis that our laws 
and interventions had imposed on 
Cuba. But the octopus of the sugar 
monopoly had its henchmen in the sen- 
ate in sufficient force te cast every 
consideration of justice, public faith 
and humanity to the winds and leave 
Cuba stil] bound by the cords of her 
poverty and the bonds we had plated 
upon her as the price of our pertorm- 
ances on her behalt. 

The democracy can wel! affcrd to 
| stress this iniquity of republicanism, 
because it had no part nor parcel in 
it. The democracy believes the peo- 
ple of the United States want to deal 
squarely and faithfully with Cuba. All 
she asks is the opportunity to work 
within her own rights and territory 
and secure self-support by supplying 
to us without too heavy discounts an 
article of — Hecessity to our peo- 
ple. 

The hope of Cuba as aD independent 
nation lies in the success of the de- 
mocracy in this country. Under re- 
publicanism she now knows she has 
nothing to anticipate but starvation to 
the point of unconditional surrender 
and annexation.

Miss A. L. ‘Wilkinson, proprietress of 
the Leyden house,, inowhich. Mr. Lanigan 
charged Miss Wilkinson with assault and 
battery upon -his son Roddy, was heard 
before Judge C&lhoun in the criminal 
division of the city court yesterday and 
a verdict of not guilty was returned by 
the jury. 

It will be remembered that. the case 
attracted considerable interest at the 
time the charges were first made against 
Miss Wilkinson last Atigust that she 
unlawfully slapped young Lanigan be- 
cause he would not obey her. 

Many interesting features developed in 
the trial of the case yesterday. Miss 
Wilkinson claimed that young Lanigan 
was @ boy of an unruly and obstreperous 
disposition, and was continually making 
trouble for all the persons boarding in 
the house, and for the servants and 
other children about the. place. 

Mr. Lanigan claimed, on the other 
hand, that Miss Wilkinson was a woman 
of a violent temper and yindictive na- 
ture, and that on a number of occasions 
she had seen fit to treat Roddy in a 
cruel and spiteful way. 


Considerable amusement was created 
in the court room when Attorney Corri- 
gan, for the plaintiff, attempted to intro- 
duce as evidence a ‘boarders wanted’ 
advertisement which appeared in The 
Constitution a few days after the al- 
leged slapping of young Lanigan. The 
ad. was as follows: 

“Leyden house, 198 Peachtree, can ac- 
commodate a few sensible and well-be- 
haved boarders. Children taken only 
with the understanding that ‘I'll slap 
them if they are impertinent or disobe- 
dient to me. Miss Wilkinson, proprietor.”’ 
Attorney Alonzo Field represented Miss 
Wilkinson and Attorneys T. F. Corrigan 
and J. C. Phillips represented Mr. Lan- 
igan. 

C. H. Heywood, through his attorneys, 
Alexander & Powers, filed suit in the 
city court yesterday against Stephen A.

Council Appoints a Conference Com- 
mittee To Confer with a Similar 
Committee from the Com- 
mittee of 49—Hot De- 
bate Takes Place. 


By a unanimous vote the city council 
yesterday afternoon passed the council 
charter, adopted Monday night, over the 
veto of Mayor Mims. The veto of the 
mayor on two resolutions in connection 
with the charter was also overridden. 
The meeting was called by Mayor Mires 
for the special purpose of considering 
his vetoes. 

‘A conference committee was’ appointed 
by council to confer with the citizens’ 
committee of forty-nine, with the idea 
of settling the differences existing be- 
tween the two bodies, provided the cit! 
zens’ committee appoints a similar com- 
mittee, meeting council half way. Th 
committee was appointed under a reso- 
lution offered by Councilman Malvern 
Hill and is ‘composed of Alderman Lon- 
gino, chairman, Councilmen Key, Wurt- 
ren, Harwell, and Alderman LaHatte. 

The council charter will now be present- 
ed to the legislature and that body wiil 
have before it two revised charters of 
the city of Atlanta. Councilman Fey, 
chairman of the special committee of five 
to present the charter and to urge the 
defeat of the citizens’ committee charter, 
stated yesterday afternoon that the coun- 
cil charter would be offered as a substi- 
tute to the citizens’ committee charter, 
when the latter paper goes before the 
special judiciary committee of the legis- 
lature. 

The Two Resolutions. 

The two resolutions ‘passed over the 
mayor’s veto were one by Councilman 
Winn, providing for the appointment of 
the above mentioned committee of fivs, 
to urge the defeat of the citizens’ com- 
mittee charter, and one by Councilman 
Garrett, requesting the legislature ta in- 
sert in the charter a provision for its 
submission to a vote of the people. 

Two resolutions were adopted relative 
to the appointment of a conference com- 
mittes—one by Councilman Hil! and the 
other by Councilman Smith. They are 
practically the same, with the exception 
that Councilman Hill’s resolution names 
the committee. City Clerk Camnbe!ll was 
instructec to transmit to the legisieture 
the aetion of courtcil, together with the 
vote, and to transmit to the chatrman of 
tne citizens’ committee the resolution of 
Councilman Smith. 

The following is the vote on the motion 
to override the veto on the chirter: 

Yeas—Aldermen LaHatte, Woodward; 
Terry, Longino; Cvouncilmen Fincher, 
Harwell, ‘Winn, Warren, Gairett, Glass, 
Styron, Key, Hill and Smith—i4.

The. same vote prevailed on the motion 
to pass the Winn resolution and:-on the 
motion to pass the Garrett resolution 
there was one vote against, that of Coun- 
cilman Warren. 

The passing of the measures over the 
vetoes provoked no discussion and re- 
quired only a few minutes. The matter 
of appointing a conference committee, 
however, was copsiderably discussed, 
some of the councilmen expressing them- 
selves as being very much opposed ‘to it. 

‘Committee Is Arraigned. 

Councilman Hill made a speech ar- 
raigning the citizens’ committee, declar- 
ing that it had ignored council in every 
respect in the preparation of its charter. 
Councilman Key attacked the charter of 
the citizens’ committee and. pointed out a 
number of features which he argued 
were unsatisfactory and unsuited to the 
needs of the city. . 

Alderman Woodwam opposed the ap- 
pointment of the conference committee, 
saying that the citizens’ committee had 
showed no desire to confer with council. 
Councilman Haywell also made a talk in 
opposition, giving it as his opinion that 
the appointment of the committee would 
prove unavailing, saying that the citi- 
zens’ committee had showed no dizpvsi- 
tion to meet council, and that the two 
committees would not now have time to 
get together.

Blackburn, of Fulton, Introduces 
Measure Which Permits Georgia 
Railway and Electric Com- 
pany To Conduct Steam 
Heating Business. 


The house held a session lasting two 
hours yesterday morning, during which 
twenty-two bills were introduced. Several 
discussions were had over pending mat- 
ters, but otherwise the session was a 
guiet one. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, introduced a bill to 
prevent railroads, express, telepaone and 
telegraph companies doing business in the 
State from granting special privileges 
to officers of the state, and prescribing 
that corporations violating the provisions 
of the act be subject to a fine of $1,000 in 
each case. The measure is designed to 
cut off free passes and franks. 

Another interesting bill was that intro- 
duced by Mr. Blackburn, of Fulton, which 
provides that electric street railway com- 
panies may be authorized to engage in the 
business of furnishing stearn heat and 
power to consumers. This measure, if 
passed, would enable the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company to conduct its 
steam heating business under Ks present 
charter, ’ 

If the méasure tntroduced by Mr. Well- 
born, of Union, becomes a law, veterans

Routine of Session. 

As soon as the house met yesterday 
morning Mr.’ Hall, of Bibb, gave notice
